1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-6, 11 
and 12 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-6, 11 and 12 
have been cancelled. 

The misspelled word "ore" in claim 7, line 3 has also been changed to ~or~. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art discloses 
or renders obvious a drill bit for a reverse circulation rock drill as claimed and including a 
circumferential band or collar providing a cylindrical external surface coaxial with the drill bit, 
the diameter of said circumferential band or collar being substantially equal to the effective 
diameter of the working face of the drill bit and not less than the diameter of any other part of the 
drill bit, the drill bit having a circumferential groove around its exterior, below said 
circumferential band or collar and having passages for exhaust air discharging into said groove, 
whereby such air can pass around the front of the drill bit and across said face to exit through 
said intake holes.
